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(54) POLARIZING PLATE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a polarizing plate which as high 
polarization power and excellent contrast, provides 
polarizability in arbitrary directions, is continuously 
patterned with a polarizing parts and has less 
unequalness by coating a specific compd. thereon. 
CONSTITUTION: The compd. expressed by formula I 
is applied on the polarizing plate. In formula I, A 
denotes a hydroxyl group, amino group or naphthyl 
group which may be substd. with a sulfonic acid group; 
B denotes a lower alkyl, lower alkoxy group, hydroxyl 
group or phenylene group or naphthylene group which 
may be substd. with a sulfonic acid group; R denotes 
a hydrogen atom, methyl group, acetyl group, 
carbamoyl group, phenyl group or benzoyl group which 
may be substd. Such compds. are used alone and 
besides, the polarizing plates having a various hues 
can be produced by compounding said compds. with 
each other or compounding the same with other dyes. 
The polarizing plate which is continuously patterned 

with the axes of polarization in arbitrary directions and has a high rate of polarizations 
thereby easily and inexpensively obtd. 
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
